As per claims 18-25,27,28,30-43, and 45-47, applicant argues that the Perfecto reference fails to teach a solder ball, any form of solder, 
or the word: "land", therefore Perfecto fails to teach the "land", according to the definition of the applicant. The examiner notes that the 
term: "land" is a broad term, commonly used in the art as being intercheangable with the term: "pad", which based on the teachings of 
Perfecto, does not structurally nor patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the cited teaching. Additionaly as stated in the 
rejection, Perfecto teaches in figure 2, an offset circular land (reference number 30) that connects a via to another circuit layer. Moreove 
it has been held that a recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus (or element) is intended to be employed does 
not differentiate the claimed apparatus (or element) from a prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed structural limitations. See Ex Parte 
Masham, 2 USPQ F.2d 1647 (1987). 
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
